Prisoners’ Agency of the Red Cross here has turned its 
attention to administering relief. in Poland. 


Established ‘for the ‘purpose 
of handling correspondence and 
supplying information -pertain- 
ing. to. prisoners. of war, the 
Agency has found that with the 
exception of a few U-boat crews 
or aviators forced. to land in 
enemy territory, the present 
character of the war has caused 
few prisoners to be taken by 
either side. 


At first {t was reported from Ger- 
man sources that there were some 
700,000 to 800,000 Polish prisoners, 
although Geneva reports ‘listed only 
about $0,000. But now it fs under- 
stood that German’ aoluthoritles are 


gradually dismissing , most of their 


Polish prisoners and allowing them 
to return to thelr homes, apparently 
with the view of speeding up .the 
economic rehabilitation 9f the coun-

This policy has beconie in 
every service department a piece 
of pedantry, which it is in the 
exact province of the Minister 
to dislodge, for it ig contrary to 
common sense and contrary to 
the nation’s desire,

ques, 


They say first that we must 
not ‘give information to the 
enemy. That.hoary excuse is 
doing, regular duty still as*a 
shield of. error in’ Government 
departments. At question: time 
it is put up by embarrassed 
Ministers as a last defence—al- 
ways unanswerable, gencrally 
unconvincing. —

To tell the deeds 
of brave men, and promptly at- 
tach names to them, would be to 
blaze tracks of light across our 
darkened skies. “The fighting 
men would be encouraged; the 
public would be inspired; and the 
world of neutrals, of allies and of 
enemies could look once more at 
the unconquerable spirit of the 
British fighter.

: Moscow, Mat. 2. 

The Finns ore setting the city of 
Viborg afirc, uccording to n Tass 
communiquo fssued to-day. 

“The Sovict troops have successfully 
continued to develop thelr offensive 
on the Karellan Isthmus and have 
occupied the arens of Pankolanskt on 
the Vuokis River, the towns of 
Heinjoki and Mannikkala, the station 
of Tall on. the Viborg-Serdoholm 
Railway, the southern outskirts of 
Viborg and Cape Keljusniemt on the 
west coast of Viborg Bay," the com- 
munique sald, 

Since February 11, it added, Soviet 
troops have ‘captured 922 Finnish 
defensive fortifications, including 235 
‘concreto military forts. Also, the 
Finns havo’ lost 600 guns, 2,732 
mochine-guns, 19 tanks. and 101 
planes, 

It also clulmed » that. 11. Finnish 
planes were brought down yesterday, 
United Press, 


Finnish Withdrawal 


Helsingfors, Mar. 2, 

An_ official statement to-day sald 
the Finns have abandoned thelr for« 
ward positions on the Karellan 
Isthmus, but osserted that the retire~ 
ment has “no decisive significance to 
our defence system.” Jt added that 
the Rusalan losses on the Isthmus 
hive been “enormous” and that the 
Finng have every renson to doubt 
whether the success the Russians 
have achieved. really compensates 
them for the’ sacrifices of men and 
material."—United Presa, 

Finns Success 
Helsingfors, Mar, 2, 

To-day's communique sald the 
Finns north-east of Lake Ladoga 
have annihilnted the 34th « Moscow 
Tank Brigade, killing 2,050 Russians, 

The Finns admitted they hnd made 
slight withdrawals in front of Viborg

There were several local attacks 
yesterday between — the Bay of 
Viborg and Vuoksi which were re- 
pulsed “with heavy Russian Josses,” 
at Aeyrue, Pacae and: Nuuran, the 
latter point being five miles south of 
Viborg. The 34th Tank Brigade, had 
advanced from its. buse via Uoman 
to support the recently destroyed 
18th Division, but tanks of the 
Finntsh forces surrounded them and 
“completed the annthilntion" yester- 
day. It is claimed tho Russinn dead 
included the Tank Brigade’ Com- 
mander, . Kondrativ, and  Gencral 
Kondrascheff, Commander of the 18th 
Division and his: staff. As o result 
of the defeat of the 18th and 34th 
Divisions, the Finnish line north-east 
of Lake Ladoga has been restored to 
Uomaa on the Uuksjok River where 
it was at the start of the war, 

Enemy attacks at Taipale havo 

_ been repulsed, Finnish planes bomb- 
ed the Russian railway lines operating 
from Leningrad to the front on the 
Karelinn Isthmus.—United Press, 

Viborg, Rumour

The rumours published abroad that 
the Russians “entered” Viborg to-da:

Spuak mode vigorous protests against 
this grave violation of Belgian 
neutrality by an act of nggression

HITLER 


Berlin, Mar, 2. - 
Herr’ Hitler told Mr. | Sumner 
Welles that. the world may have 
peace on Germany's terms and it Js 
reported that he questioned the ncu- 
trolity of tho United States. 
Informed circles said that a con- 
siderable part of the. hour-and-n- 
half’s. discussion was devoted to 
German-American relations with the 
result thatthe Ambassadorlal posts 
may be’ re-occupied. They ' sald 
Hitler nsked Mr. Welles a number of 


pointed questions regarding 
American nttitude and’ its alleged 
sympathies for the Alles, and said 
that in his view the United States 
was not following a strictly* neutral 
course and as a result Germany must 
be wary of all Democracies. 

Relinble sources said Hitler gave 
nimost no hope that Germany wotld 
play any direct role in any media- 
tion in’ the Russo-Finnish ‘conflict. 

Informed circles believed that 
Hitler summarised his war aims and 
pence terms along the lines of his 
recent speeches, and indicated his 
wariness of Democracies, presumably 
referring to President Roosevelt's, 
Mr. Hull's and other’ Americans’ 
condemnation of “aggression,” and 
was also displeased over Amcrican 
shipments of planes and supplies to: 
the Allies. : 2 

Informed circles said that Hitler 
suid Germany is fighting to provide 
a stable basis for peace and release 
the world from Britain's “Im- 
perialistle grip.” They believed he 
sald that Britain and not Germany 
fg menncing the ,smaller neutral 
nations, adding that the alleged 
violations by the British of intere 
national law had forced the Germans 
to counter-measures Involving neu- 
trals for German self-protection. 


Reich Attitude Defined 


Herr von Ribbentrop and the Ger- 
man Under-Secretary for Forelgn 
Affairs are said to have given Mr. 
Sumner Welles a detailed statement 
of ‘the Reich's attitude towards war 
and pence, 

Greatest secrecy has surrounded 


the conversations and no official in- 
formation has been released. How- 
ever, it has been indicated that the 
following points were discussed: 

1. Germany is not willing to end 
the war on the basis of a return to 
the situation prevailing Inst Septem~ 
ber but demands equality with 
Britain and “Lebensraum”; 

2. Germany believes Britain has 
been the world's dominant Power 
for too long; 

3. Germany feels she should have 
her own sphere of influence, similar 
to the United States sphere in the 
Americas based. on the Monroe 
‘Doctrine; 

4. Germany cannot sce any simple 
road to peace as Jong as the Anglo- 
French alliance attempts to maintain 
the theory -of dominance based on 
force. Germany maintains -that 
peace must.be based on the recogni- 
“tion” of Germany” as “an equal Power 
with equal rights to rw materials 
and markets, 

It seems that there Is no question 
that the Germans are making o 
momentous effort to Impress Mr, 
Sumner Welles of their. “sincerity,” 
in the belief that an effective pre- 
sentation of their case might result, 
not only to the restoration of 
German-American diplomatic rea- 
tions, but nlso might have much to do 
with the United States’ attitude to- 
wards the war and Its subsequent 
peace. - F : 

Accarding to most reliable sources, 
Herr von Ribbentrop spoke in Ger 
man_ throughout his Interview with 
Mr. Welles using an Interpreter, al- 
though he speaks almost flawless 
English. It is understood the reason 
for this fs that since the outbrenk of 
the war Herr von Ribbentrop con- 
sistently refuses to speale English 
because It is an enemy langunge. 


Intensified Warfare 


It Js understood. froém_ reliable 
sources that Herr Hitler pictured to 
Mr, Welles intensified war for which 
Germany fs fully prepared, and in- 
dicated his belief that no basis for 
peace exists because Britain allegedly 
means to crush the German nation 
and people, ° 

Mr. Sumner Welles . refused to 
comment on hfs conference with the 
German Chancellor. However, re- 
Unble quarters said the subject of the 
Amerlcan-German relations was dis- 
cussed at the meeting. Regarding 
European conditions, it Is said, Hitler 
emphaaised the necessity of German 
lendership in Central Europe. 

Authoritative quarters confirmed 
that Mr. Welles will confer with

’ Cheung Chau Rocked 
By Drifting Mine 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION OF A 
MINE: AT “THE SOUTH-EAST 
CORNER OF CHEUNG CHAU 
ISLAND OCCURRED ABOUT 145 
O'CLOCK YESTERDAY MORNING, 
RUDELY AWAKENING FROM 
THEIR SLUMBER THE POPULA- 
TION OF 10000 AND MANY MORE 
PEOPLE AS FAR AWAY. AS 
KOWLOON AND HONGKONG. 


The explosion occurred on the 
rocks below No. 11,, ‘Cheung 
Chau, and was of ‘such force 
that pieces of shrapnol were 
found by people throughout 
yesterday a good distance inland 
and huge pieces of rock :were 
hurled over 100 feet into the air, 
some to land on the hillside. 


Shrapnel was found on roof tops 
and in House No. 11 an fron 
typhoon var was wrenched from 
its place and thrown into the 
centre of the room. 


Cheung Chau Island had only a 
bricf respite from this first explosion, 
a second one occurring within a few 
minutes, and a third explosion oc- 
curring about 430 am. The second 
and third explosions are believed to 
have occurred on some nearby island. 


Fortunately, not one of the éxplo- 
sions, as far os ls known, caused any 
injuries, but the terrifie force of the 
first onc, followed by a second and 


‘bela third, so startled the population of 


the Island that many’ residents, some 
of them Ilving as far as half a mile 
away from the location of the first 
explosion, were completely unnerved, 
Houses on the island were given a 
terrific shaking and windows rattled 
as far away ag Kowloon, 


’ Shrapnel In Bedroom 


Pieces of shrapnel were found 
yesterday morning scattered on 
Cheung Chau. In one house a large 
piece of shrapnel entered the bed- 
room but, fortunately, landed on the 
joor. 


Glass window panes in several 
houses were broken and the wall of 
a new building, No, 11A, was covered 
with block substance, possibly an 
effect of the detonation.

HERE is a good method of pre= 
serving apples without sugar:— 


Apple Pulp 


Take 7 lbs. cooking apples,’ 1% 
teacups water, juice of 2 lemons, 1 
tablespoon margarine. | 

Pcels, core, and slice apples. Stew 
them to a pulp with the water. Stir 
till smooth, odd the butter and Iemon 
juice, and see that the pulp fs thick.

Making | 


MARMALADE is a bighly con- 
centrated food, and should be on 
every breakfast table. It acts as ‘a 
tonic, and gives us on appetite, 

Here {s'a receipe for o good thick 
“family” marmalade, which is popu- 
lar with most people: — i 

Take 2 Ibs. marmalade oranges, 2 

sweet oranges, 1 lemon, and § pints 
water; 6 Ibs sugar, 
- Wash fruit thoroughly, ‘Quarter 
oranges and lemons, and remove all 
pips with a skewer. Tie these in 
muslin, ~ 

Put fruit through the mincer, cover 
with measured water, and soak 24 
hours. This souking softens . the 
skins, und makes oll the difference to 
the ‘success of the marmalade, Soak 
pips also—ticd in muslin. 

Next day remove pips; ‘squeezing

If too bitter, add more 
crushed saccharine, and if not firme 
ing, add a ‘little more gelatine. Boll 
for a few minutes longer.

Note:—This marmalade docs not 
keep as long as ordinary marmalade.

The old Czcecho-Slovakia was one 
of the few countries east of the Rhine 
with no anti-Semitism to spcalc of. 

Particularly in .the Czech districts 
all attempts -to create anti-Semitic 
movements ended In complete failure. 


J__When_Czecho-Slovakla_was_forced 


Into the German orbit by tho Munich 
agreement ‘one of the first aims of 
the Nazis was to make her an antl- 
Semitic State. The weale ‘Czech 
Government was forced to unnounce 
publicly plans for the “solution” of 
the Jewish question, but apart from 
the dismissal of a few Jewish civil’ 
servants nothing, much was done, 

The heart of the Czech people and 
the Czech Government was not In the 
task and nothing of real importance 
happened until the Germans occupied 
Prague in March, 1939, . 

The Government of the ‘so-called 
“protectorate” was then compelled to 


establish an antl-Jewlsh law. Three] - 


drafts were prepared and sybmitted 
to Baron von Neurath, the”German 
“Protector.” They were al} rejected 
us too mild, and finally, at. the end 
of June, 1939, without so much us 
consulting the Czech Government, he 
issucd an anti-Jewish decree of his 
own, Jews were forbidden to buy 
real ertate, to take part in commercial 
enterprises, to acquire shares or 
bonds, of to float new business ven- 
tures, All their present holdings had 
to be ‘declared to the German, not the 
Czech, outhoritles, Meanwhile, they 
must not dispose of any property 
without German‘ permission. 7 

The idea.of this decree was to 
“Aryanise” Jewish business in favour 
of the Germans, not the Czechs, By 
a second decree a few weeks later a 
maximum number for Jews was -In- 
troduced at Czech schools and a num- 
her of Jewlsh organisations were dis- 
solved, . 

The Gestapo were by this timo 
established {in all Bohemian and 
Moravian towns and were given a 
free hand. They compelled local 
administrations to issue by-laws 
ordering o social boycott of Jews and 
barring them from parks and swim- 
ming pools. They encouraged shop- 
Keepers to display the sign “Aryan 
business" but they could not compel 
the. Czech people to accent . these 
measures. On tho contrary, tho 
Czechs continued to show sympathy 
towards the Jews. : 

The ‘difference between the per- 
accutlon of the Jews jn the Relch and 
in the “protectorate” lies malnly In 
this, that in the Reich the persecution 
was usually based on laws or decrees, 
wherens in the “protectorate”. only 
three decrees ‘of importance wore 
passed, while everything “else. was 
done by administrative measures by 
the Gestapo.’

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION OF A 
MINE AT THE SOUTH-EAST 
CORNER OF CHEUNG CHAU 
ISLAND OCCURRED ABOUT 145 
O'CLOCK YESTERDAY MORNING, 
RUDELY AWAKENING FROM 
THEIR SLUMBER THE POPULA- 
TION OF 10,000 AND MANY MORE 
PEOPLE -AS FAR AWAY: AS 
KOWLOON AND HONGKONG. 


The explosion occurred on the 
rocks below.

A challenge to the opponents 
of birth control was made from 
the pulpit of St. Andrew's 
Church, Kowloon, yesterday, by 
the Rev. J. R. Higgs. 


Mr. Higgs dwelt on the subject with 
specinl reference to Its application to 
China with her enormous population, 
the unwanted poor and destitute 
people and -tragically large families, 
which were the despair of non- 
rellgious social reformers and 2 pain- 
ful fact even to the religious oncs, 


Remarking that it was a problem 
that baffled everyone, Mr. Higgs cm- 
phasised its growing importance to 
the community, and sald that-it was 
a common phase that so often in 
social Jife they placed the ambulance 
at the bottom of the cliff, Instead of 
the fence at the top, : 


He believed in putting the fence 
at the top in this matter of a huge 
surplus, unwanted, poor and destitute 
population that is not living at all, 
but only existing. 

“f-believe, in other words, in the 
principles of the Eugenics League,” 
sald Mr. Higgs. : 

“I. know that one huge section of 
the historic Church would oppose me 
on this matter, but I believe it is mis- 
guided. . 

“Fortunately I am in the company 
of that outstanding scholar of our own 
church—Dean Inge, os well as others.”

Take 7 Ibs, cooking apples, 1% 
teacups water,: juice of 2 lemons, 1 
tablespoon margarine, - 

* Peels, core, and slice apples, Stew 
them to a pulp with the water, Stir 
till smooth, add the butter and lemon 
juice, and see that the pulp ‘is thick. 
Turn into clean screw-top jars, fill- 


‘ing -them~to- therm ee 


Screw .the caps down tightly, then 
give a half turn back, and place jars 
in a pan of water with a thick pad 
of paper at foot. Bring slowly to 
simmering point (180 degs, Fah.), 
and keep at that temperature for 15 
minutes. Lift out on to wooden 
fable or a surface covered with 
blanket, screw down tops tightly, 
and leave til next day, ‘Examine to 
see that jars ore properiy sealed, 
then store. . : 

For those who have no serew top 
jars, and just use ordinary jam pots, 
seal them in the following way:— 

* Havo some. white callco cut into 
squares large cnough to tle over the 
jars. Muke a paste with 4 ozs, resin, 
and % oz, cach beeswax and vase- 
line. Melt. these in a jar, “standing 
in a saucepnn of boiling water away 
from the fire. Stir tll contents melt, 
and while still hot, paint the paste 
on the cloth in circles sufficiently. 
large to cover top of jar,;'. Cover 
contents of jar with n wax paper 
disc, then tio ‘the prepared , calico 
over, and smear with more paste to 
keep them air tight. mee 

The apple pulp thus. preserved, 
should be heated’ when required, and 
a very little sugar.added to sweeten. 
It Is useful for puddings, finns, apple

The ‘weak Czech 
Government was forced to announce 
publicly plans for the “solution” of 
the “Jewish question, but apart from 
the dismissal of n few Jewish civil 
servants nothing much was donc. 

The heart of the Czech people and 
the Czech Government was not in the 
task and nothing of real importance 
happened until the Germans occupied 
Prague in March, 1939, 

The Government of the so-called 


“protectorate” was then compelled to 
establish on anti-Jewish law. Three 
drafts were prepared and submitted 
to Baron von Neurath, the German 
“Protector.” They were all rejected 
as too mild. and finally, at the end 
of June, 1939, without so much us 
consulting the Czech Government, ha 
issued an anti-Jewish decree of his 
own. Jews were forbldden to buy 
real estate, to take part in commercial 
enterprises, to acquire shares. or 
bonds, or to float new business ven 
tures, All their present holdings had 
to be declared to the German, not the 
Czech, authorities, Meanwhile, they 


must not dispose. of any property| 


without German permission. . 

The idea of this decree was to 
“Aryantse” Jewlsh business in favour 
of the Germans, not the Czechs. By 
a second decree a few weeks later ao 
maximum number for Jews was in- 
troduced at Czech schools and a num- 
ber of Jewish organisations were dis- 
solved. . 

‘The Gestapo were by this time 
established in all Bohemian and 
Moravian towns and were given ao 
free hand. They compelled local 
administrations to [ssue by-laws 
ordering a social boycott of Jews and 
barring them from parks ond swim- 
ming pools, They encouraged shop- 
keepers to display tho ‘sign “Aryan 
business" but they could not compel 
the Czech people to accept these 
measures. t lees the : Contrary, - the 
zechs continued to show sympath 
towards ithe Jows. ieee taaaid 
ce ference between the Te 
secutlon of the Jews in the Releh and 
in. the “protectorate”. licg mainly in 
this, that in the Relch tho persecution 
was usually based on laws or decrees, 
whereas in the “protectorate” ‘only 
three decrees. of importance were 
passed; Whilo everything .elze wae 
(tone by administrative measures by 
the Geatapo.: The consequence is that 
‘little of the measures adopted. has 
uilberte been known to the outside 
world, :
